For the last few cays. thé Chinese 
inhabitants in Macao-have been: panic-

_ Chinshan and the Portuguese garrison 
in Macao, because of incidents arising 
from: a dispute over the boundary 
question, A iarge exodus has been 
going on. since the beginning of last 
week, and it is believed! that noe less 
than 10,000 persons have left the 
Portuguese coloxy for Canton, Hong: 
Kong and the villages in Heungshan 
ana ovher nearby gisiricts. Yesterduy 
morning when the. Canton-Macao 
steamboat "Shing, Cheong” came up 
from Masso six or seven - hundred 
more Macao residerits immigrated: back 
together with their household belong- 
ings, presenting an unusual and busy 
scone om the Macao beat whar! on 
West Bund. ; ;
